Relying upon the protec- 
tion of the state, the company proceeded to oc- 
cupy the ground in the manner contemplated 
by the act. They have actually expended, we 
are assured, ten or twelve théusand dollars in 
the enterprise; and had, one short week since, 
a fait prospect of speedy and ample remunera- 
tion—the oysters having become so large and 
fine as to command a guod price in the market.

tion wagons having uced a trifling disorder 
among his t ; that his duty as a military 
commander, and his little acquaintance with po- 
hiteal pegociations, to which, as mere Governor 
of Romelia, he was a perfect stranger, did not 
allow him to negociate; but that he participated 
in the desire that a peace concluded at Constan- 
tinople, should restore prosperity to both na- 
tions."’ 

Troops are sent off daily towards Adrianople, 
end orders have been given to occupy all the 
detiles of the Balkan.
